UNIVERSITY  CIRCULARS. 
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JAMES   JOSEPH    SYLVESTER. 

The  following  admirable  biographical  sketch  of  Professor  Sylvester, 
prepared  by  Mr.  P.  E.  Matheson  and  Professor  E.  B.  Elliott,  F.  R.  S., 
is  reprinted  from  the  "  Dictionary  of  National  Biography,"  Vol.  LV, 
London,   1898: 

"Sylvester,  James  Joseph  (1814-1897),  mathematician,  the  youngest 
son  of  Abraham  Joseph  Sylvester,  was  born  in  London  on  'i  Sept.  1814. 
From  a  school  for  Jewish  boys  in  London  kept  by  Mr.  Neumegen  he  passed 
on  to  the  Royal  Institution  school,  Liverpool,  where  his  name  is  con- 
spicuous in  the  report  of  1830.  Thence  he  proceeded  to  .St.  John's  College, 
Cambridge,  matriculating  on  14  Nov.  1831.  He  resided  till  the  end  of 
1833,  and  then  'degraded'  for  two  years,  being  readmitted  in  January, 
1836.  He  secured  the  place  of  second  wrangler  in  the  mathematical  tripos 
of  1837.  As  a  Jew  he  could  not  take  his  degree  nor  compete  for  the  Smith's 
prize,  still  less  obtain  a  fellowship.  His  first  ordinary  degree  he  gained  at 
the  university  of  Dublin  in  1841.  He  graduated  B.  A.  at  Cambridge  (after 
the  passing  of  the  Tests  Act)  in  February,  1872.  Meanwhile  he  entered  at 
the  Inner  Temple,  and  was  called  to  the  bar  in  18.50. 

"Sylvester's  life  was  mainly  spent  in  the  study  and  teaching  of  mathe- 
matics. He  was  appointed  professor  of  natural  philosophy  at  University 
College,  London,  on  2.5  Nov.  1837.  In  the  same  year  the  first  of  his  many 
mathematical  papers  was  published  in  the  '  Philosophical  Mag.izine,' and 
in  1839  he  was  elected  a  fellow  of  the  Koyal  Society.  In  1841  he  became 
professor  of  mathematics  in  the  University  of  Virginia,  United  States  of 
America,  but,  finding  the  work  uncongenial,  returned  to  England  in  1845, 
and  was  for  ten  years  connected  with  a  firm  of  actuaries,  during  which 
period  he  founded  the  Law  Reversionary  Interest  Society.  Meantime  he 
was  busy  with  mathematical  research,  and  in  1853  published  a  long  and 
important  memoir  on  '  Syzygelic  Relations'  in  the  '  Philosophical  Trans- 
actions' of  the  Royal  Society.  In  1855  he  became  professor  of  mathematics 
at  the  Royal  Military  Academy,  Woolwich,  and  held  the  post  till  1870, 
when  he  retired. 

"  His  fame  was  steadily  growing,  and  before  1870  he  was  recognized  as 
one  of  the  foremost  mathematicians  of  his  day.  He  was  president  of  the 
London  Mathematical  Society  in  1866,  receiving  the  society's  De  Morgan 
medal  in  1887,  and  in  1869  he  was  president  of  the  mathematical  and 
physical  section  of  the  British  Association  at  Exeter,  where  he  gave  a 
characteristic  address  criticising  Huxley's  description  of  mathematics  as  an 
'almost  purely  deductive  science.'  The  Royal  Society  awarded  him  the 
royal  medal  in  1861,  and  the  Copley  medal  in  1880.  In  1877,  on  the 
foundation  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  at  Baltimore,  United  States  of 
America,  he  was  made  professor  of  mathematics,  and  held  that  chair  till 
1883.  While  filling  it  he  founded  the  'American  Journal  of  .Mathematics.' 
He  resigned  the  post  in  December,  1883,  when  he  was  appointed  to  succeed 
Henry  John  Stephen  Smith  as  Savilian  professor  of  geometry  at  Oxford. 

"In  virtue  of  his  new  post,  Sylvester  became  a  fellow  of  New  College. 
He  lived  in  college  as  long  as  he  was  in  Oxford.  There  he  continued  his 
researches,  developed  his  theory  of  '  reciprocants'  with  the  help  of  J. 
Hammond,  and  was  instrumental  in  founding  a  mathematical  society.  In 
1892  his  eyesight  and  general  health  began  to  fail,  and  he  was  allowed  to 
appoint  a  temporary  deputy.  In  1 894  he  was  permanently  relieved  of  the 
active  duties  of  his  chair  and  retired  to  London,  where  he  spent  his  leisure 
at  the  Athenaeum  Club.  After  a  paralytic  stroke  on  26  Feb.  1897,  he 
died  unmarried  on  15  March.  On  19  March  he  was  buried  in  the  Jewish 
cemetery  at  Ball's  Pond,  London. 

"Sylvester  received  many  honours  from  learned  societies  at  home  and 
abroad.  He  was  granted  honorary  degrees  from  Dublin  (1865),  Edinburgh 
(1871),  Oxford  (1880),  Cambridge  (1890)  and  was  elected  honorary  fellow 
of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  corres- 
ponding member  of  the  Institute  of  France,  of  the  Imperial  Academy  of 
Science  of  .St.  Petersburg,  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Science  of  Berlin,  of 
the  Istituto  Lombardo  of  Milan,  of  the  Soci^t^  Philomathicjue  of  Paris, 
and  a  foreign  associate  of  the  American  Academy  of  Sciences. 

"  In  brilliancy  of  conception,  in  acuteness  of  penetration,  in  fluency  and 
richness  of  expression,  Sylvester  has  had  few  equals  among  mathematicians. 
But  his  strength  was  not  accompanied  by  restfulness  or  caution.  He  worked 
impulsively  and  unmethodically.  As  soon  as  a  new  idea  entered  his  brain, 
he  at  once  abandoned  himself  to  it,  even  if  it  came  upon  him  while  he  was 


lecturing  or  writing  on  another  theme.  Consequences  and  collateral  ideas 
crowded  upon  him,  and  all  else  was  thrust  aside.  lie  was  wont  to  write  with 
eager  haste  in  a  style  as  stimulating  as  it  was  excited,  in  flowery  language 
enriched  by  poetical  imagination,  and  by  illustration  boldly  drawn  from 
themes  alien  to  pure  science.  In  oral  exposition  he  riveted  attention.  He 
was  great  as  a  maker  of  mathematicians  no  less  than  of  mathematics.  He 
imparted  ideas  and  made  them  fascinating,  thus  leading  others  on  to  employ 
more  prosaic  powers  in  pursuing  lines  of  investigation  to  which  he  intro- 
duced them.  In  youth  he  was  one  of  the  foremost  in  leading  the  revival 
of  mathematical  activity  in  England.  Later  in  life  when  in  Baltimore, 
where  he  founded  the  'American  Journal  of  Mathematics,'  he  brought  into 
being  a  school  of  mathematicians  which  has  become  an  object  of  universal 
admiration.  Later  still  he  exercised  a  like  stimulating  influence  as  pro- 
fessor at  Oxford.  An  international  fund  is  being  raised  to  commemorate 
his  eminent  services  to  mathematical  science  by  the  foundation  of  a 
Sylvester  medal  and  prize  to  be  awarded  triennially  by  the  council  of 
the  Royal  Society. 

"Sylvester's  writings,  when  collected  in  a  succession  of  quarto  volumes, 
will,  it  is  estimated,  cover  some  2,500  pages.  They  are  scattered  through 
journals  and  volumes  of  transactions  covering  sixty  years.  Among  these 
are  the  '  Philosophical  Transactions  and  Proceedings  of  the  Royal  Society,' 
the  'Comptes  Rendusde  VAcad^mie  des  Sciences,'  the  'Cambridge  and  Dub- 
lin Mathematical  Journal,'  the  'Philosophical  Magazine,'  the  'American 
Journal  of  Mathematics,'  the  'Quarterly  Journal  of  Mathematics,'  the 
'  Proceedings  of  the  London  Mathematical  Society,'  and  the  '  Messenger  of 
Mathematics,'  in  which  last  appears  his  latest  paper,  dated  12  Feb.  1897, 
and  annotated  less  than  three  weeks  before  his  death. 

"Many  a  single  memoir  from  the  series  would  have  made  him  eminent. 
A-  few  deal  with  the  geometry  of  motion  and  other  subjects  near  the  region 
of  applied  mathematics.  But  most  of  his  prolonged  researches  deal  with 
pure  analysis,  and  in  particular  with  the  theories  of  algebraical  form  and 
of  numbers.  Working  side  by  side,  though  not  in  uctual  collaboration,  with 
his  friend  Professor  Cayley,  he  shared  the  work  of  raising  from  its  founda- 
tions the  vast  modern  edifice  of  invariant  algebra,  while  his  skill  and 
brilliant  intuition  enriched  the  science  of  number  with  a  body  of  doctrine 
on  partitions  the  wealth  of  which  is  hardly  yet  fully  estimated.  All  he 
touched  retains  the  impress  of  his  personality.  The  form  in  which  English 
mathematicians  accept  the  invariant  theory,  for  in.stance,  is  the  form  in 
which  he  presented  it  to  them  ;  and  the  terminology  which  he  introduced — 
and  his  new  terms  were  legion — is  that  which  has  become  permanently 
established  in  the  language. 

"Sylvester  had  a  keen  interest  in  all  scientific  work,  and  a  genuine  love 
of  literature.  He  was  specially  interested  in  the  structure  of  English  verse, 
and  in  1870  published  'The  Laws  of  Verse,'  an  attempt  to  illustrate  from 
his  own  and  others'  verse  the  principles  of  '  phonetic  syzygy.'  The  volume 
is  chiefly  valuable  for  the  light  it  throws  on  his  personality.  His  own 
verses  showed  great  ingenuity  and  invention  in  language,  but  lacked  sim- 
plicity and  clearness.  His  poetical  work  was  seen  at  its  best  in  some  trans- 
lations from  the  German.  As  a  young  man  he  was  a  devoted  student  of 
music,  and  at  one  time  he  took  lessons  in  singing  from  Gounod.  His  nature 
was  very  sensitive,  but  he  was  always  happy  when  at  work  or  when  sharing 
the  enthusiasm  of  some  younger  student.  He  was  keen  and  vivacious  in 
conversation,  and,  until  health  failed,  he  thoroughly  enjoyed  society. 

"  In  person  he  was  below  the  middle  height,  with  a  large  and  massive 
head,  regular  features,  and  fine  grey  eyes,  which  lit  up  and  gave  distinction 
to  his  face.  His  portrait,  by  A.  E.  Emslie,  hangs  in  the  hall  of  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge.  A  medal  struck  in  his  honour  when  he  left  Balti- 
more gives  his  portrait  in  relief.  An  engraving  appeared  in  '  Nature '  on 
3  Jan.  1889.

The  Colonial  Executive  prior  to  the  Restoration. 
By  Percy  Lewis  Kaye. 

(Abstriict  of  a  paper  read  J)efore  the   Historical   aud  Political  Science  -Association.) 

The  first  permnnent  executive  organlzeil  in  Virgini:i  consisted  of  a  Presi- 
dent and  Council  of  seven  members.  This  body  was  entrusted  witli  the 
ill-advised  power  of  deposing  as  well  as  electing  its  own  officers,  and  of 
expelling  members  from  their  seats.  The  second  charter,  in  1609,  provided 
for  the  concentration  of  political  power  within  the  colony  in  the  hands  of  a 
Governor,  to  be  appointed  by  the  London  Coinicil.  This  Council,  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1610,  issued  a  commission  to  Lord  Delaware,  which  is  noteworthy  as 
being  the  first  commission  to  a  Lord  Governor  and  Captain  (ieneral  in 
America.  The  first  step  in  the  separation  of  powers  was  made  in  1618, 
when  the  Virginia  Company  instructed  Governor  Yeardley  to  summon  an 
assembly  of  burgesses.  No  important  change  was  made  in  the  constitution 
of  the  executive  in  the  colony  by  the  dissoUition  of  the  Virginia  Company 
in  1624,  except  that  the  appointing  power  fell  to  the  king. 

The  Company  which  settled  Massachusetts,  by  its  removal  to  the  colony, 
itself  became  the  Commonwealth.  The  executive  officers  were  thus  chosen 
within  the  colony,  and  were  the  true  servants  and  representatives  of  the 
Commonwealth,  not  of  the  home  government  as  in  Virginia.  At  first  the 
Governor  was  chosen  by  the  aristocratic  Council  of  Assistants.  But  the 
democratic  tendencies  of  the  colony  soon  led  to  his  election  being  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  general  body  of  freemen,  and,  not  being  supported  by  any 
power  outside  the  colony,  he  was  compelled  to  yield  supremacy  to  the  pop- 
ular legislative  body,  the  General  Court. 

The  Governor  and  other  chief  executive  officers  in  Maryland  were  ap- 
pointed by  the  Proprietor.  In  all  these  colonies,  one  of  the  chief  functions 
of  the  executive  was  judicial.  The  Governor  and  Council  formed  the 
Supreme  Court  within  the  colony,  except  in  the  case  of  Massachusetts, 
where  an  appeal  lay  to  the  General  Court. 

Owing  to  the  practically  sovereign  powers  granted  in  the  charters,  the 
English  government  soon  experienced  difficulty  in  controlling  the  colonies. 
The  executive  was  always  the  channel  througli  which  attempts  were  made 
to  regulate  their  afl^airs.  The  Privy  Council  had  cliarge  of  colonial  mat- 
ters, which  were  transacted  through  standing  committees  appointed  from 
time  to  time  with  full  power  to  investigate  and  take  cognizance  of  all  busi- 
ness relating  to  the  colonies.  It  was  the  desire  of  the  home  government  to 
set  up  a  general  executive  officer  or  Governor  in  Chief  over  all  the  colonies. 
But  this  policy  originated  long  before  the  Restoration,  not  after  it,  as  is 
frequently  supposed. 

Though  there  was  no  thought  of  separation  of  powers  in  the  charters, 
distinct  steps  were  made  in  that  direction  during  this  period.  The  freemen 
claimed  the  law-making  and  taxing  powers  as  their  special  province.  It  is 
to  this  period  that  must  be  referred  the  origin  of  the  wrangling  disputes 
between  the  two  branches  of  government  about  the  limits  of  their  powers. 
Though  the  assemblies  became  a  permanent  and  important  element  of  the 
governments,  it  was  only  in  Massachusetts  that  the  executive  was  reduced 
to  a  subordinate  position. 


Robert  Goodloe  Harper  (1765-1825).     By  C.  W.  Som- 

MERVILLE. 

(A  biographical  study  read  before  the  Historical  aud  Political  .Scicuce  Association.) 
Kobert  Goodloe  Harper  was  born  in  Virginia,  liut  his  family  early  moved 
to  North  Carolina,  where,  towards  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  he 
served  imder  General  Greene.  Harper  went  to  Princeton  College  and  was 
gradtiated  under  Dr.  Witherspoon.  He  began  the  practice  of  law  in 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  where  he  soon  came  into  prominence  through 
his  newspaper  articles  concerning  a  change  of  the  State  Constitution.  Hav- 
ing served  South  Carolina  in  the  Legislature,  he  was  chosen  one  of  the 
Representatives  of  that  State  in  Congress,  in  1794,  and  there  continued  until 
the  downfall  of  the  Federalists  in  1801.  His  Congressional  career  was 
marked  by  the  ardent  and  able  support  he  gave  to  the  administration  of 


Washington  and  Adams.  He  ably  defended  the  Jay  treaty  at  a  time  when 
the  country  was  wild  with  excitement.  There  was  talk  of  impeaching 
Washington.  Hamilton  was  attacked  by  a  mob  that  would  not  listen  to  his 
explanation  of  the  advantages  of  the  Jay  treaty.  .Against  the  encroach- 
ments of  France  Mr.  Harper's  voice  was  constantly  heard.  His  pamphlet 
entitled  "Observations  on  the  Dispute  with  France,"  was  published  in 
both  America  and  in  England,  translated  into  Portuguese,  nnd  attracted 
much  attention.  As  chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  Mr. 
Harper  did  efficient  service.  Retiring  from  Congress  he  married  the 
daughter  of  Charles  Carroll  of  Carrollton,  and  settled  in  Baltimore,  where 
he  soon  took  a  leading  place  at  the  Bar.  He  was  engaged  in  the  first  three 
impeachment  trials  imder  our  Constitution.  His  eloquent  defence  of  Judge 
Chase  gave  Harper  a  national  reputation.  In  1816  he  represented  Mary- 
land in  the  United  Slates  Senate,  but  resigned  before  the  expiration  of  his 
term  and  became  a  candidate  for  the  Vice-Presidency. 

During  the  remainder  of  his  life,  General  Harper  took  a  very  active  part 
in  the  work  of  the  -American  Colonization  Society,  of  which  he  was  for  some 
years  a  vice-]iresident.  The  West  -\frican  country  of  Liberia  and  its  chief 
town,  "  Monrovia,"  were  named  by  him,  while  the  town  of  "  Harper"  still 
bears  his  name.  In  1819-20  General  Harper  travelled  in  Eurojie  where  he 
met  with  distinguished  recognition.  His  life  in  Baltimore  was  marked  by 
an  active  interest  in  the  general  welfare  of  the  city.  He  took  a  prominent 
part  in  its  establishment  of  the  first  water-works,  in  the  organization  of  the 
Exchange,  and  in  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  schemes  which  preceded 
the  building  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad.  In  the  defence  of  Balti- 
more in  1814,  Harper  played  a  gallant  part,  and  was  shortly  afterwards 
made  Major  General  of  the  Maryland  troops.  In  this  capacity  he  took  part 
in  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  Washington  and  Battle  Monuments 
and  in  the  reception  of  Lafayette  by  the  city. 


The  Know  Nothing  Party  in  Maryland.     By  L.  F. 

SCHMECKEBIER. 
(Abstract  of  a  paper  read  before  the  Historical  aud  Political  Science  Association.) 

The  Know  Nothing  party  was  one  of  the  most  unique  political  organiza- 
tions wliich  ever  appeared  in  American  politics.  With  its  proceedings 
shrouded  in  .secrecy,  it  first  made  its  power  felt  by  the  victories  which  it 
won  in  the  local  elections.  In  its  early  days  no  call  for  a  meeting  was  ever 
published,  or  if  it  was,  it  was  by  means  of  a  cabalistic  notice,  the  meaning 
of  which  was  known  to  the  initiated.  Meetings  were  generally  called  by 
means  of  bits  of  paper  stuck  upon  fences  or  scattered  over  the  street.  The 
members  professed  profound  ignorance  concerning  the  party,  and  in  this 
way  it  obtained  its  popular  sobriquet  of  "  Know  Nothing."  The  object  of 
the  party  was  to  secure  a  longer  term  of  residence  for  immigrants  before 
naturalization,  and  to  oppose  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

The  party  first  made  its  appearance  in  Maryland  either  in  the  fall  of 
1852  or  the  spring  of  1853.  It  spread  rapidly,  and  in  a  short  time  had  ex- 
tended all  over  the  State.  Not  until  1854  did  it  put  forth  any  candidates. 
In  that  year  it  nominated  and  elected  its  candidate  for  Mayor  of  Baltimore, 
and  also  a  majority  in  both  branches  of  the  City  Council.  With  1854  ended 
the  secret  organization  of  the  party,  and  after  this  time  it  iidopted  tlie  current 
political  methods.  .Again  in  185.5,  after  an  exciting  c.impaigii,  the  Know 
Nothings  were  successful. 

The  Presidential  campaign  of  1856  was  more  exciting  than  any  which 
had  preceded  it.  The  chief  interest  was  centered  in  Baltimore,  where  the 
Presidential  canvas  was  carried  on  concurrently  with  the  municipal  cam- 
paign. In  the  latter  contest  Thomas  Swann  and  Robert  Clinton  Wright 
were  respectively  the  Know  Nothing  and  Democratic  nominees.  The  cam- 
paign was  characterized  by  great  violence  and  disorder.  The  municipal 
and  Presidential  elections  occurred  on  diflferent  days,  and  both  were  the 
occasion  of  terrible  rioting  and  loss  of  life.  As  a  result  of  the  two  elections 
there  was  a  total  of  fourteen  persons  killed  and  over  two  hundred  and  fifty 
wounded.  The  Know  Nothings  were  victorious  in  both  elections,  Maryland 
being  the  only  State  carried  by  Fillmore,  their  Presidential  candidate. 
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The  success  of  the  Know  Nothing  party  in  Maryhmd  was  due  to: — (1). 
Largely  increased  immigration  and  the  active  participation  of  the  new- 
comer in  politics.  (2).  The  eflbrts  of  the  Catholics  to  obtain  a  division  of 
the  public  school  fund  in  favor  of  sectarian  schools;  the  visit  of  a  Papal 
legate;  and  the  ultramontane  position  taUen  by  some  Catholic  journals. 
(3).  The  miildle  course  taken  by  the  party  on  the  slavery  question  ;  and 
the  personal  popularity  of  Millard  Fillmore.  (4).  The  di'^appearance  of 
the  Whig  party,  and  dissatisfaction  in  the  ranks  of  the  Democratic  party. 
(5).  The  general  political  unrest  of  the  period. 

The  end  of  the  year  1856  sharply  divides  the  history  of  the  party. 
But  after  this  date  principles  are  entirely  lost  sight  of  in  the  struggle  for 
office.  The  Democratic  party  offered  no  effective  resistance,  and  elections 
were  carried  by  fraud  and  intimidation.  Four  years  longer  did  the  party 
rule  in  Baltimore,  and  not  until  the  control  of  the  police  was  taken  away 
from  the  Mayor  and  put  in  the  hand-i  of  the  State  authorities  did  the 
regime  of  the  Know  Nothings  come  to  an  end. 


The   Introduction   of  Slavery  into   North   America.

(Abstract  of  a  paper  read  before  the  Historical  aud  Political  ficience  Association.) 

Slavery  should  be  viewed  with  especial  reference  to  ils  institutional 
character.  In  the  fact  of  development  it  is  similar  to  other  social  instiiu 
tions,  such  as  the  Comitatus,  Clientela,  etc.  It  originated  in  essential 
inequalities  of  capacity  or  opportunity  between  individuals  or  sets  of 
individuals.  Depcjdence  results  chiefly  from  considerations  of  race,  religiim, 
economic  or  political  condition  imposed  by  birth,  education  or  conquest, 
natiire  or  society.  Incident  rights  and  duties  become  fi.xed  by  law  or  cus- 
tom in  forms  differing  in  degree  at  various  limes  and  places  according  to 
local  conditions.  Ancient  and  modern  slavery  are  thus  logically  if  not 
historically  connected  In  ils  use  as  an  organized  form  of  depemlent  labor, 
slavery  represents  a  stage  in^ progressive  .-ocial  and  industrial  development 
and  is  closely  related  with  other  forms  of  labor,  such  as  English  villanage, 
European  vassalage,  American  and  French  colonial  servitude  and  modern 
dependent,  so-called  free  labor.  The  status  slavery  in  North  America 
was  as  much  a  native  development  as  it  was  In  Africa,  the  Spanish  colonies, 
and  el-ewhere.  Both  in  the  case  of  Indians  and  negroes  it  passed  first 
through  the  stage  of  servitude  limited  in  time  in  most  of  the  English 
colonies  if  not  in  all.  This  was  certainly  true  of  Virginia,  Maryland, 
Rhode  Island,  Pennsylvania,  Georgia,  North  Carolina,  and  South  Carolina. 
Slavery  difl'ered  from  servitude  chiefly  in  the  perpetuity  of  the  loss  of 
personal  and  civil  liberty.  Both  the  servant  and  the  slave  had  a  limited 
enjoyment  in  the  other  civil  rights  of  personal  security  and  private  property. 
Status  was  the  creation  either  of  local  customary  and  statute  law  or  of  that 
of  the  sovereign  community  in  Europe.  In  Dutch  New  York  the  doctrines 
of  the  civil  law  of  I  lolland  were  applied  to  recognize  slavery.  I  he  .African 
slave  trade  was  an  incident  of  the  era  of  discovery  that  marked  the  transi- 
tion of  mediaeval  into  modern  times.  Portugal  through  an  accident  of 
her  commercial  expansion  opened  the  slave  trade  in  1442.  Spain  by  right 
of  conquest  enslaved  the  heathen  Indian  in  her  American  colonies  and  for 
economic  reasons  substituted  for  him  the  heaihen  .negro.  Civilized  Europe 
embarked  in  the  trade.  Commercial  and  political  rivalry  between  England, 
Spain,  and  Holland  introduced  the  negro  into  the  English  colonies.  .\ 
London  mercantile  company  brought  in  1615  the  first  negro  servant  to  the 
Bermudas  with  deliberate  commercial  design.  First  Dutch  then  English 
piracy  on  Spanish  commerce  introduced  in  ItiU)  twenty  negroes  into  Vir- 
ginia and  others  into  the  Bermudas.  Traffic  of  this  occasional  kind  brought 
more  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  century.  These  negroes  were  not  slaves, 
notwithstanding  the  probable  intent  of  the  importers  As  captives  of 
piracy  they  could  not  by  the  law  of  nations  be  treated  as  slaves.  English 
or  colonial  law  must  fix  their  status.  They  were  viewed  as  colony  or  public 
servants  in  the  hands  of  government  officials,  a  status  similar  to  that  of  the 
early  colonists  of  Virginia  and  Bermudas.  Personal  owner.-hip  of  the  right 
to  their  services  was  first  settled  by  court  decisions  in  Bermudas  in  1623 
and  in  Virginia  in  1625.  Their  legal  condition  was  similar  to  that  of  white 
servants.  Legislation  applying  to  servitude  included  negroes  up  to  1661 
and  Indians  up  to  1670  in  Virginia,  when  perpetual  servitude  was  recog- 
nized by  statute.  Statutory  recognition  of  slavery  by  the  colonies  appears 
in  the  following  order:  Massachusetts  in   1641,  Connecticut  in  1650,  Vir- 


ginia in  1661,  Maryland  in  1663,  New  York  and  New  Jersey  in  1664,  South 
Carolina  in  1682,  Pennsylvania  in  1700,  North  Carolina  in  1715,  and  tjeorgia 
in  1755.  The  definition  of  full  status  by  the  addition  of  incidents  demanded 
by  social,  economic,  and  political  reasons  was  gradual,  continuing  through 
the  eighteenth  century  in  the  North  and  until  the  second  half  of  the  nine- 
teenth century  in  the  South.  AH  the  colonies  by  duties  tried  to  restrict 
the  undue  importation  of  slaves  forced  by  England.  Moral  responsibility 
for  the  growth  of  an  ii'stitntion  is  not  to  be  placed  upon  one  age  or  nation. 
Generations  of  Portuguese,  Spanish,  Dutch,  English,  and  American  colonists 
each  had  their  part  in  the  development  of  slavery  in  America.  The  idea 
of  slavery  was  an  institutional  legacy  of  the  ancient  to  the  modern  world. 


European  Blue  Laws.     By  J.  M.  Vincent. 

(Ali-stract  of  a  paper  read  before  tlie  Historical  and  Political  .Science  Association.) 

Strict  laws  for  the  conduct  of  the  private  citizen  were  not  a  monopoly  of 
the  Puritan  fathers.  Kegulatioiis  fur  clothing,  eating,  drinking  and  Sunday 
observance  were  found  all  over  Europe  during  the  same  period  in  both 
Catholic  and  Protestant  countries.  In  fact  sumptuary  laws  were  common 
during  the  middle  ages  and  the  reformers  merely  continued  the  old  method 
of  dealing  with  the  problems  of  society.  It  was  a  general  political  maxim 
that  authorities  should  regulate  even  the  small  particulars  of  life  and 
manners. 

In  France  as  early  as  1294  the  clothing  of  the  various  ranks  was  estab- 
lished by  law.  No  common  citizen  might  wear  fur,  jewels,  or  gold.  The 
noble  who  had  6,000  pounds  a  year  might  have  four  robes  a  year  but  no 
more;  their  ladies  only  a  single  gown.  Common  citizens  who  had  2,000 
pounds  a  year  might  use  cloth  costing  twelve  and  a  half  sous  a  yard. 
Persons  with  le.ss  incomes  could  only  spend  ten  sous  a  yard.  In  Zurich  in 
1370  women  must  not  wear  cloth  trimmed  with  goods  of  another  color. 
The  opening  of  the  dress  at  the  neck  must  leave  at  least  two  inches  on  the 
shouldei-s.  The  girdle  must  not  cost  more  than  five  pounds  and  shoes  must 
not  extend  in  points  beyond  the  foot.  Trousers  for  men  must  not  be  made 
in  stripes  and  both  legs  must  be  of  the  same  color.  These  are  sample  regu- 
lations from  the  middle  ages. 

The  reformation  introduced  greater  sobriety  but  laws  still  seemed  to  be 
necessary.  Much  of  the  severity  is  laid  at  Calvin's  door,  but  other  com- 
munities were  nearly  as  strict  as  Geneva.  Ziirich  and  Berne  may  be  cited  as 
examples  among  German  speaking  peoples.  The  significant  fact  is  that 
inquisitorial  laws  continued  to  be  enacted  for  nearly  three  centuries,  and 
are  found  in  operation  as  late  or  even  later  than  the  Blue  Laws  of  the 
American  colonies. 

Examples  of  post-reformation  rules  may  be  cited  from  the  laws  of  Ziirich 
of  1628.  Every  person  in  the  city,  unless  hindered  by  good  reason,  must 
be  in  church  before  the  last  bell  rang  and  remain  to  the  close  of  the  service. 
Children  must  not  remain  on  the  street  at  night  after  the  ''bed  bell"  rang. 
Not  only  were  taverns  and  club  houses  clo^ely  regulated,  but  citizens  must 
drink  according  to  rule.  The  afternoon  drink  must  not  begin  before  five  and 
must  stop  at  six.  Guests  must  not  stop  at  other  taverns  on  the  way  home 
and  when  in  their  own  houses  no  further  drinks  or  "night  caps"  were 
allowed.  The  drinking  of  brandy  or  strong  spirits  was  altogether  forbidden 
before  noon,  except  to  strangers  in  the  city.  Guests  at  weddings  and 
funerals  were  limited  in  number  by  law. 

Similar  strict  regulations  were  in  use  in  Berne  in  1688.  The  garments 
forbidden  to  men  and  women  were  given  by  name.  Silk,  laces,  and  gold 
ornaments  were  to  be  used  in  greatest  moderation.  Ladies  might  not  give 
a  certain  kind  of  reception.  Wedding  gifts  are  prescribed  with  the  greatest 
exactitude  Dancing  and  masquerades  were  forbidden,  and  as  for  sleigh- 
riding,  young  women  were  forbidden  to  ride  out  with  men  unless  it  be  their 
father;  and  young  men  must  get  their  cutters  out  of  the  streets  by  nightfall. 
Visiting  among  such  young  people  was  improper,  except  for  blood  relations 
and  tho.se  engaged  to  be  married. 

Laws  in  France  were  very  strict  under  Louis  XLV,  for  he  desired  to 
regulate  everything  in  his  kingdom.  He  enacted  sumptuary  laws  for 
clothing  sixteen  times  but  finally  gave  it  up.  Fashion  was  too  much  for 
him.  Sumptuary  laws  are  found  in  Switzerland  as  late  as  1755  and 
1785,  showing  that  the  attempt  to  govern  dress  and  private  conduct  had  not 
yet  been  given  up.  In  1785  the  smoking  of  tobacco  in  the  streets  or  public 
places  of  Ziirich  was  subject  to  fine  or  imprisonment.

Each  lecture  will  be  preceded  by  a  review 
of  the  previous  lecture.  Questions  for  written  answers,  which  may  be  sent 
to  the  lecturer  by  those  who  are  so  inclined,  will  be  given  out  from  time  to 
time,  or  printed  in  the  syllabus,  for  the  purpo.se  of  stimulating  study  at 
home.  A  written  examination  will  be  set  at  the  end  of  each  course,  and  the 
papers  submitted  will  be  returned  with  corrections  or  suggestions. 

A  fee  of  $3  is  required  by  the  University  for  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing either  the  Scientific  or  the  Historical  Course  of  20  lectures.  For 
attendance,  together  with  class  work  and  final  written  examination,  a  fee 
of  %o  is  charged.  A  general  ticket  of  admission  must  be  shown  at  the 
door  of  the  lecture  room.  Attendance  will  be  reported  at  each  lecture.  .\ 
simple  certificate  combining  attendance,  class  work,  and  final  examination 
will  be  issued  to  those  persons  who  successfully  complete  either  course.
